School Teachers Presents Pro- 
posed Changes in Curriculum. 





Ontario Educational Association Will 
Consider Draft Regulations Which 
Make Many of the Now Compul- 
sory Subjects Optional — Studies 
Are Arranged In Three Groups 
For Ease of Classification. 


TORONTO, April 14.—The simpli- 
fication of the common school curri- 
culum, which bas been long demand- 
ed by a section of the public, is pro- 
vided for in the draft of the new 
regulations and courses of study of 
the public and separate schools of 
this province, just completed for pre- 
sentation to the Ontario Educational 
Association for study this afternoon. 
These amended rules have not been 
submitted to Hon. Dr. R. A. “yne, 
Minister of Education, yet, but go di- 
rectly before the association through 
John Seath, Ontario superintendent 
of education. The simplification of 
the school studies is made through 
an extension of the optional princi- 
ple, so that a school board is at lib- 
erty to pare down the number of sub- 


| jects taught to a minimum. In forms 
| one to four, the subjects t) be taught 


are now divided into three groups. 


The first group comprises reading, 
literature, composition, spelling, 
grammar, history, geography, writ- 


ing, arithmetic, manners and morals, 
and is made compulsory. The second 
group includes hygiene, physical cul- 
ture, art, nature study and vocal mu- 
sic. When the teacher is qualified 
this group may be taught with the

He replied 
that be knew what \ ¢1 going on, but 
was not there when tho shooting took 
place, I advised him to tell the whole 
story. He said if he di. they would 
kill his brother. I asked whom he 
meant by ‘they.’ He replied that there 
wore fifty men in New York he could 
game. He said, ‘I don’t care about 
myself; it’s my t2mily I care for.’ 

“He finally made the following, 
among other sta->mcnts, i the pres- 
ence of myself, Principal Kee>er Mc- 
\Inery, the chaplain, his mother and 
sister. They urged him to tell the 
‘whole truth. He hesitated and said: 

“I don’t want to make any state- 
ment for the public. I do not fear for 
|myself, but I do fear for you.’ 
| “His sister replied: ‘Don’t have 
|any fea for us; we will take care of 
ourselves; God will protect us.’

In the 
open sea this wave is so broad that it 
cannot be perceived, but when it reacbh- 
es shallow water near the shore it 
rusbes forward as an immense break- 
er, sometimes sixty feet or more high 
and overwhelming everything in its 
course.

Spraying Demonstrations. 

Last spring the Department of 
Agriculture conducted pruning and 
spraying demonstrations in five or- 
chards in the county. One of these 
was held at the farm of C. W. Nevile, 
Switzerville. As a result of the 
demonstration, Mr. Nevile pruned, 
scraped the old bark off the tree- 
trunks, and sprayed his orchard twice, 
Asaresult Mr. Nevile had a very 
large crop of apples, that graded 
mostly number 1, and from 300 bear- 
ing trees he sold over $900 worth of 
apples’ This was the result ina year 
when the tent-caterpillars were so bad 
that many orchards did not yield any 
first class fruit. There are are thous- 
ands of apple trees in this county that 
could be made to bear good fruit 
throngh a little care and attention. 
The first step is to prune the tree, 
cutting out all dead and cross branch- 
es, and to scrape the rough bark off 
The the tree should be 
sprayed, once before the leaves come 
out, once just before the blossoms 
open, and then just after the blossoms 
The Department of Agriculture 
will be pleased to assist any farmer or 
fruit-grower who wishes to spray.

But no better illustration of what 
a woman is capable of doing can be 
found than the case of Mile.

ust recovering from en aeroplane ac- 
cident which happened on Dec. 12. 

She had been taking her: daily 
flight from Rheims when a fog came 
on, Choosing a suitable field, she 
landed safely, but her aeroplane had 
already run a few. yards along the 
ground when the front part stuck in 
the soft ground. The machine turned 
acomplete somersault and buried her 
beneath the frame. After a few at- 
tempts to get free shc had to resig» 
herself to waiting for help. Her avia- 
tion helmet was completely driven in- 
to the ground and her face was drip- 
ping with blood. 

The plucky aviatcr could hardly 
breathe but was able with her left 
hand to scrape away the earth from 
about her mouth. After what seemed 
interminable moments she heard a 
voice say: 

“Oh! Poor fellow, he’s dead!” 

Shercried :.s loud as she could: 

“She is not dead, but hurry up and, 
above all, don’t smoke!” 

She was drenched with petrol and 
a light brought near would have 
meant being burned to death. An 
automobile carried her io the nearest 
village, where, in the absence of a 
doctor, she directed the bandaging 
operations herself. It was her first 
aeroplane acc:dent in the two years 
she has been a pilot. 

But Mlle. Marvingt ': an exception. 
She has studied law and medicine, 
singing, painting, and sculpturing, 
besides which she has also appeared 
on the stage. 

In 1907 she swam through Paris, 
seven and a half miles, in 4 hours 8 
minutes, beating Miss Annette Keller- 
man’s time by an hour. She has 
climbed all the heights of the Alps, 
has won innumerable prizes for ski- 
ing and. bobsleighirg. She shoots and 
fishes and has won a shooting prize 
at 300 yards under army rules, Asa 
cyclist, she has ridden in the Nancy- 
Milan, Nancy-Toulouse, Nancy-Bor- 
deaux races. 

This accomplished sportswoman 
rides both astride and sidesaddle, 
and holds a pilot’s license for : pheri- 
for aeroplanes. 
She was one of the first women avia- 
tors, being a pupil of Latham. Her 
license dates from 1909, which 
makes her a veteran in flying. 

She has crossed the North Sea in 
a balloon, taking with her a passeh- 
ger, M. Garnier, who was making his 
first ascent.

SOLVING THE WIND 


One Big Problem That Bothers 
the Weather Forecasters. 


CURRENTS THEY CAN’T STUDY 





Atmospheric Conditions Away Above 
the Earth Are Beyond Their Reach 
and Are Consequently Unknown Fac- 
tors—Methods of the Ancients. 


The art of predicting the weather is 
one in which it seems at first sight the 
modern scientist ought easily to sur- 
pass his ancestors. Yet it may be 
doubted whether he is really more 
successful in it than they were. The 
meteorological department boasted 
some time back that their forecasts of 
weather as published in the daily press 
were justified by the result in 52 per 
cent of the cases recorded. As the per- 
centage of correct guesses In a suffi- 
ciently extended list, however, would 
exactly equal the incorrect, this does 
not show a very great superiority for 
scientific methods over pure conjec- 
| ture. 
Yet the meteorological department 

enjoys the advantage, as our ances- 
tors, of course, did not, of elaborate 
and accurate recording instruments, 
like Secchi’s meteorograph, together 
with telegraphic reports from weather 
stations dispersed nearly all over the 
surface of the globe. Its relative non- 
success shows perhaps that there is 
still a factor in the problem which it is 
at present impossible to estimate. 

This is the more extraordinary be- 
cause the modern method of forecast- 
fing the weather differs entirely from 
that practiced by the ancients. With 
them it was simply a question of tine 
and season, or, what is the same thing. 
of the appearance or disappearance of 
certain stars. 

When Hesiod's husbandman saw the 
Pleiades he knew it was time for bim 
to begin his barvest, and when they 
set forty days later, his plowing. This 
| might still be a good enough rule for 
countries near the equator, where the 
prevalence of trade winds, whicb blow 
uBinterruptedly in the direction in 
| Which the sun appears to travel, 
, and where the monsoons, which in the 
countries east of Suez blow for six 
months the other way, help to keep the 
weather, if not constant, yet regular. 

In other latitudes, however, there is 
no such help, and he who would pre- 
dict the weather must therefore con- 
fine himself to finding out what winds 
are blowing in other parts of the 
world and when they are likely to 
reach him. 

As to this, modern science still de- 
pends mainly on the observations made 
by Halley, who discovered in the sev- 
enteenth century during a voyage in 
the tropics huw tbe sun so warmed the 
air at the equator that the heated air, 
rising after its manner, dispersed itself 
toward the poles and was replaced by 
a rush of cold air from the regions 
farther from the sun. 
| This, which explains the phenomenon 
of trade winds, was really the founda- 
| tion of modern meteorology, although

passing from 3S. to N. through the 
west, but will very seldom move the 
reverse way. 

Finally, there comes in what is 
known as the law of Busy Ballot, 
which is that, in the northern hemi- 
sphere, if one stands with one’s back 
to the wind the line of lower pressure

This enables us to understand what 
is meant by the cyclonic and anti- 
eyclonic disturbances which are so 


_ frequently mentioned in the official 


forecasts as approaching ns, general- 
ly from the Atlantic. 

If within any particular spot the 
pressure is lower than it is outside it, 
the wind blows round it in the con- 
trary direction to the hands of a 
watch and is called cyclonic from the 
similar bebavior of the West Indian

is always on one's Jeft hand. If, how- 


| ever, the pressure within the area in 


question is higher than outside it, the 
wind blows round it clockwise and is 
called anti-cyclonic. 

One circumstance agalnst modern 
methods of forecasting the weather 
correctly outweighs all those in their 
favor. The winds that can be ob- 
served are all those blowing close to 
the earth’s surface. What is the ef- 
fect of the currents prevailing at even 
a few tiles above it, where, as avia- 
tors const:btly declare there are even 
“holes” and “pockets’’ in the atmos- 
phere? Ontil there is more informa- 
tion on this, meteorology will not be 
an exact science.—Detroit Free -Press.

Inexpensive and Easily Made Table 
Decorations. 

Hostesses are always on the lookout 
for original place fuyors. The latest 
idea in this line is in the edible table 
decoration. 

Oranges selected carefully for their 
perfect appearance can be formed iuto 
baskets by cutting ene in half, with 
the exception of a narrow strip at the 
top which is used as a handle. All the 
inside of the orange is, of course, re- 
moved. The baskets thus formed are 
then crystallized in the following man- 
ner: 

Put them in cold water to sonk for 
about two hours, drain carefully and 
replace in fresh water und boil for one 
hour. Drain again and boil for another 
half hour. After pouring off this water 
udd one cupful of granulated sugar 
and boil, stirring constantly until it 
candies—about five minutes. Place the 
baskets on plates and shower them 
With sugar. Put away to harden thor- 
oughly. Small candies that harmonize 
with the deep yellow of the orange are 
used as filling. 

Crystallized grapefruit is a delicious 
homemade confection. After remov- 
ing all the pulp cut the skins into nar- 
row strips and put them into enough 
water to cover them, leaving them to 
soak over night. In the morning drain 
off the water. Cover again with cold 
water and put over the fire to boil for 
an hour. Drain once more and place in 
boiling water, allowing the skins to 
cook for fully anotber hour. Pour off 
this water and add a cupful of sugar 
and stir constantly until it candies.
